Consequently the dates and periods shown are not always the same for each table, 
but are in each case the latest figures available at that time. 


Seasonal adjustment Seasonal adjustment is @ mcans of removing the estimated effects of 
normal seasonal variations from ceonomic Lime series so the the effects of 
other influences are obvieus. Scasonal variations are the systematic 
(hough not necessarily regular) intra-year movements af economic time 
series. These are ofien the result af non-economic phenomena, such as 
climatic changes, and regular religious festivals c.g. Christnias and Easter. 


Trend Estimate Smoothing seasonally adjusted series produces a measure of trend by 
removing the impact of the irregular component of the scrics. The trend 
estiniates are derived by applying a 13-term Henderson weighted moving 
average to the respective seasonally adjusted series. Readers ure reminded 
thal trend estimates are subject to revision as subsequent months’ data 
become available.

Consumer Price Index 


The consumer price index for Melbourne 
increased by 1.2 per cent for the September 
quarter 1995. This makes the annual increase 4 
percent to September 1995. 


The CP! for the weighted average of the eight 
capital cities increased by 1.2 per cent for the 
September quartcr 1995, which is slightly fess 
than the 1.3 per cent incresae for the June quarter 


1995. 


Unemployment Rate 


The trend estimate of the unemployment rate for 
Victoria increased to 9.4 per cent in October 1995 
from 8.6 per cent in August 1995. 


For Australia the trend unemployment rate 
increased by 0.3 per cent to 8.5 per cent in 
October 1995 from 8.2 percent in August 1995.
